The  Caribbean  Area  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation 
Service  Office  administers  the  following  programs: 

Puerto  Rican  Sugarcane  Program, 

Rural  Environmental  Assistance  Program  for  Puerto  Rico, 

Emergency  Program  for  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin 
Islands , 

Rural  Environmental  Assistance  Program  for  the 
Virgin  Islands,  and 

Beekeeper  Indemnity  Payment  Program  for  Puerto  Rico. 

This  Report  summarizes  the  activities  developed  in  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  above  named  programs  during  the  1973  program  year. 

It  also  includes  a summary  of  the  Tobacco  Loan  Program  for  Puerto 
Rico* 
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1972-73  SUGAR  PROGRAM  FOR  PUERTO  RICO 


HIGHLIGHTS 

Sugarcane  grinding  operations  of  the  1972-73  crop  began  at 
Centrals  Coloso  and  Cortada  on  Oanuary  22,  1973  and  ended  on 
July  24,  1973  at  Central  Mercedita,  lasting,  averagewise, 

134  days.  Thirteen  mills  were  active  in  1973. 

The  total  gross  weight  of  the  sugarcane  ground,  excluding  small 
quantities  ground  for  bagasse  and  molasses,  was  3,625,164  tons. 
After  making  adjustments  for  ex-tolerance  extraneous  matter, 
this  quantity  was  reduced  to  a net  weight  of  3,598,650  tons. 

Sugar  recovery  amounted  to  252,223  tons,  96®  basis,  equivalent 
to  255,174  tons,  raw  value  basis. 

The  average  sugar  yield  for  the  crop  was  6.966  lbs.  per  hundred- 
weight of  cane  ground* 

Comparing  1973  with  1972,  there  was  a reduction  in  the  volume  of 
cane  ground  of  760,968  tons,  equivalent  to  17.4  percent;  sugar 
production  went  down  42,594  tons,  or  14.4  percent;  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  recovery  of  sugar  of  0.238  lbs.  per  hundredweight 
of  cane  ground,  amounting  to  3.5  percent.  A detailed  account,  by 
mills  and  agricultural  regions,  of  the  end-results  of  the  season 
is  furnished  on  Table  1 . 

A total  of  2,953  farming  units  participated  in  the  1973  Sugar 
Program,  compared  to  3,535  in  1972.  Seven  farms  utilized 
management  services  in  1973,  against  nine  in  1972.  Farming  was 
distributed  throughout  the  island  during  1973  as  follows:

SUGAR  ACT  PAYMENTS  - 1972-73  CROP 

Under  the  1972-73  Sugar  Program,  payments  in  the  amount  of  $3,516,691  mere 
made  to  3,024  participants,  including  sharecroppers*  and  other  types  of 
coproducers.  Of  the  total  amount  paid  under  the  program,  $111,923  was  paid 
to  independent  growers  operating  small  farms  with  5.0  acres  or  less  of 
sugarcane  harvested;  $1,984,845  to  independent  growers  with  a larger  acreage 
of  sugarcane;  $770,511  to  growers  who  were  either  directly  or  indirectly 
processors  of  sugarcane;  and  $649,412  to  proportional  profit  farms  operating 
pursuant  to  the  Land  Law  of  Puerto  Rico. 

SUGARCANE  PRICES  - 1971-72  CROP 

Certified  Public  Accountants'  Statements  showing  the  final  distribution  of 
the  raw  sugar  through  the  different  marketing  outlets  and  the  expenses 
incurred  in  deliveries  to  mainland  buyers  are  usually  submitted  to  this 


* Under  existing  program  regulations,  "sharecropper"  means  a producer  who 
performs  work  in  connection  with  the  production  of  sugarcane  under  the 
supervision  of  the  farm  operator,  receiving  a share  of  the  crop  for  his 
labor 
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office  twelve  months  after  the  termination  of  the  grinding  season. 

Complete  audit  of  these  statements  cannot  be  made  normally  within 
current  annual  report  time  limitations,  and  for  this  reason,  informa- 
tion with  respect  to  the  pricing  of  sugarcane  is  herein  given  in  con- 
nection with  the  preceding  crop  year,  which  is  the  latest  for  which 
complete  data  are  available. 

Deliveries  of  sugarcane  of  the  1971-72  crop  were  settled  by  mills  as 
follows:  At  five  mills,  in  cash;  at  one  mill,  by  actual  delivery  to 

the  grower  of  his  share  of  raw  sugar;  and  at  nine  mills,  under  both 
methods,  i.e.,  in  cash  and  in  kind. 

Cash  settlements  with  growers  for  sugarcane  of  the  1971-72  crop  delivered 
to  the  mill  were  based  on  an  average  duty-paid  price  for  the  period  January 
through  December  1972  of  $9,093  per  hundredweight  of  96e  sugar. 


MOLASSES  PAYMENTS  - 1972-73  CROP 

The  total  quantity  of  blackstrap  molasses  produced  during  the  1972-73 
sugarcane  grinding  season  amounted  to  24,975,346  gallons,  equivalent  to 
an  average  production  of  6,898  gallons  per  ton  of  net  cane  ground.  The 
highest  production  per  ton  of  net  cane  ground  of  anyone  mill  was  8,841 
gallons  (Central  Aguirre),  and  the  lowest,  5.577  gallons  (Central  Plata), 

On  the  basis  of  average  net  proceeds  per  gallon  of  $0,3020,  realized  by 
processors  from  molasses  sales,  the  average  cash  payment  to  growers  was 
$1,394  per  ton  of  net  cane  ground,  against  a payment  of  $0.5926  for 
preceding  crop  molasses.

MARKETING  OF  SUGAR  DURING  1973 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  regula- 
tions issued  thereunder,  Puerto  Rico  was  entitled  to  ship  to  continental 
United  States  855,000  tons  of  sugar  (169,000  tons  of  refined  included), 
and  to  sell  in  the  local  market  155,000  tons.  Against  the  combined  quota 
of  1,010,000  tons,  Puerto  Rico  had  available  for  marketing  284,331  tons. 

The  total  quantity  of  sugar  available  for  marketing  during  1973  was 
284,331  tons,  raw  value,  consisting  of  254,199  tons  of  sugar  produced 
during  the  calendar  year,  and  30,132  tons  of  carryover  stocks  of  raw  and 
refined  sugar  available  as  of  Oanuary  1,  1973.  Of  the  total  quantity  of 
raw  and  refined  sugar  available  for  marketing,  89,145  tons  were  shipped 
to  the  mainland?  143,204  tons  were  delivered  to  the  local  market;  and 
29,959  tons  channelled  its  way  through  refining  losses,  spillage,  over- 
stated inventories,  etc.,  thus  leaving  as  of  December  31,  1973  a carryover 
of  31  ,023  tons,  of  which  15,672  tons  were  refined  and  15,3.51  tons  were 
raws.  Details  of  the  distribution  of  sugar  stocks  throughout  the  year  are 
given  on  page  5. 


1972  ESTIMATED  GROWERS'  INCOME 

The  estimated  income  received  by  sugarcane  farmers  during  the  year  1972  by 
way  of  sugar  and  molasses  liquidations  and  Sugar  Act  payments  was  $8.6024 
per  ton  of  cane,  against  $8.4306  estimated  for  the  preceding  crop.

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1973  RURAL  ENVIRONMENTAL  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM 
FOR  PUERTO  RICO 


The  Caribbean  Area  ASCS  office  administers  the  Rural  Environmental  Assist- 
ance Program,  formerly  known  as  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

The  1973  Rural  Environmental  Assistance  Program  was  terminated  on  December  22, 
1972,  shortly  after  being  announced.  Detailed  information  for  approvals  made 
prior  to  the  program  termination  may  be  found  in  Tables  14  and  15. 

The  program  was  reinstated  early  in  1974  and  total  program  participation 
will  be  included  in  the  1974  Annual  Report. 


BEEKEEPER  INDEMNITY  PAYMENT  PROGRAM 

The  Beekeeper  Indemnity  Payment  Program,  authorized  by  the  Agricultural  Act 
of  1970,  provides  for  payments  to  beekeepers  who,  through  no  fault  of  their 
own,  suffer  loss  of  bees  due  to  application  of  pesticides  on  nearby  farms. 
This  program  was  extended  to  Puerto  Rico  in  the  latter  part  of  1972. 

During  1973,  thirteen  claims  were  processed.  Indemnity  payments,  totalling 
Si  0,330,  were  made  under  the  program. 
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USDA  EMERGENCY  ACTIVITIES 

The  USDA  State  Emergency  Board  for  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands 
met  two  times  during  the  year.  At  both  meetings  the  need  for  utmost 
preparedness  was  emphasized,  as  well  as  continued  contact  with  Civil 
Defense  officials  and  other  Commonwealth  and  local  governments 
personnel  with  emergency  responsibilities,  to  assure  appropriate 
coordination  of  activities  in  the  event  of  a natural  disaster  or 
nuclear  emergency. 
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1973  RURAL  ENVIRONMENTAL  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM 
FOR  THE  VIRGIN  ISLANDS 


Through  the  Rural  Environmental  Assistance  Program  (REAP  for  the 
Virgin  Islands,  the  Federal  Government  shares  with  farmers  the  cost 
of  on-farm  soil  and  water  conservation  measures  that  are  considered 
in  the  public  interest.  The  conservation  measures  for  which  REAP 
cost-sharing  is  available  are  those  which  protect  and  conserve 
cropland,  pastures,  range,  forests,  agricultural  water,  and  related 
wildlife  resources. 

The  1973  REAP  was  terminated  on  December  22,  1972,  at  which  time 
no  cost-share  approvals  had  been  made.  The  program  has  been 
reinstated,  however,  and  program  participation  will  be  included 
in  the  1974  Annual  Report. 
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TOBACCO  LOAN  PROGRAM  FOR  PUERTO  RICO 
(1946-47  through  1973-74  Crops) 


From  1946-47  to  1973-74  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  made  price  support 
loans  to  tobacco  growers  in  Puerto  Rico  through  the  following  associations: 
"Cooperativa  de  Cosecheros  de  Tabaco  de  Utuado,"  "Cooperativa  (A.B.C.) 
Tabacalera,"  and  the  Puerto  Rico  Tobacco  Marketing  Cooperative  Association. 
Also,  since  1968  a tobacco  purchase  program  was  established  to  support  the 
price  of  Puerto  Rican  tobacco,  marketed  through  dealers  pursuant  to  regula- 
tions issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico. 

Except  for  the  crop  years  1948-49  through  1954-55,  when  tobacco  loans  were 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  Caribbean  Area  Office  of  the  Agricultural 
Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service,  this  program  has  been  administered 
separately  from  the  ASCS  activities.  However,  in  order  to  maintain  an 
up-to-date  record  of  statistics  on  the  Tobacco  Loan  Program,  these  data 
are  published  as  part  of  this  report. 

Table  16  gives  a statistical  summary  of  tobacco  price  support  loans  for 
the  crop  years  1946-47  through  1973-74,  inclusive.
